SIR We, the undersigned, inspectors of the Alabama. 
State Penitentiary, beg leave to submit the following report 
for the year ending September 30th, 1873 : 

Not having been appointed until the 1st of April last, and 
the former Warden, M. G. Moore, having failed to submit any 
report for the time he held over, and the former inspectors 
leaving us without any statement up to April, we have been at 
a loss to elect in our minds, and have determined to report 
only for the time since the present Warden took charge. 

Shortly after receiving commission of appointment, we met 
and inspected the prison thoroughly, finding it almost an ab- 
solute wreck. 

Immediately after our inspection the Warden, assisted by 
his efficient deputy, commenced a thorough system of repairs 
and cleaning up, which has been constantly going on ever 
since, and we are pleased and gratified to refer your Excel- 
lency to the report of the prison physician as to the health 
and sanitary condition of the prison at this time. 3 

The report will show that there have been some escapes, 
and mostly, if not all, who have been recaptured were short 
time men, and for light offenses. 

In accordance with “an act’’ of the Legislature, “approved | 
March 29th, 1878," the Warden, with the unanimous consent 
and approval of the inspectors, purchased a farm, farming 
utensils, mules, and other necessaries, and commenced, work, 
but owing to the lateness of the purchase and the backward- 
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ness of the spring the cotton crop was quite young and prom- 
ising, when the worms swept over it as well as the surround- 
ing country, and it is consequently very short. 

The corn crop is excellent, and notwithstanding all the 
difficulties and providential disasters that man was powerless 
to avert, the Siate plantation, to day, is worth more by five 
thousand dollars than at the date of purchase, on account of 
the valuable improvements made upon it by the Warden and 
farm superintendent. 

The crop will be sufficient to about pay expenses, and with 
anything like a fe vorable year in 1874, we feel satisfied that it 
will prove a marked success. 

We have twice visited and inspected the conviets at work, 
in June last at Ironton Mines, and afterwards transferred to 
the Savannah and Memphis Railroad, and each visit we found 
the convicts well fed, clothed and provided for, and seemingly 
contented as possible to be under the circumstances. We 
feel that we should not fail to state in this report the marked 
difference in the humane treatment of convicts, by employers 
and contractors, under the present management, aud that 
which has formerly been the rule. | 

We’ would respectfully represent that under the present 
laws relating to the penitentiary, and the hiring of convicts 
upon public: and private works they are nec essaril y in differ- 
ent localities. and the inspectors having to visit each camp 
and inspect them, the present salary of the inspectors will 
not cover travelling expenses, and we would respectfully 
call your attention to this fact, and that you will recommend 
to the “General Assembly,” such action as you may deum 
proper, e 

We would. also recommend that you call the attention of 
the General Assembly to the fact that since the purchase of 
the farm two distinct and seperate sets of books are required 
to be kept, one for the penitentiary and the other for the 
farm, and that the services of a first class book-keeber are 
required, and as we taiuk the present amount allowed by law 
is insufficient for this additional work, we would recommend 
"that authority be granted by enactment to the Warden and 
inspector to allow such 21235 pay as in their judgment. 
may be sufficient. , "Lr m TE 
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We regret to say that one of our number has been absent 
‘and unheard from for several weeks, and consequently cannot 
sign this report.

The convicts remaining in the prison, as well as those on the 

State farm, have been donariis healthy, indeed, more so 
han eitizens of the surronnding country; this has been due 
to strict sanitary regulations, required of and observed by, 
all officers and other persons having the eare and control of 
convicts. 

- The hospital has been thoroughly and neus ond: and 
the sick areas well cared for and made as comfortable as they 
could possibly be in any similar institution. The sick from 
the State farm, and those employee by parties near the prison 
are sent here for treatment. 

The following statement shows the diseases and number of 
cases admitted into the hospital, since the first of October,

Of these 78 were blacks and 29 whites; 5 were received 
from Mr. Williams farm, 15 from the State farm, and 52 from 
the railroad;: among the last were the 24 cases of scurvy. 

There were eight deaths during the year: . 

2 from chronic diorrheea. 

1 from abcess of the liver. 
. 1 from softening of the brain. 
. 2 from pneumonia. 

2 from chronic bronchitis. 

Five of these cases came from the railroad hopelessly dis- 
eased, and two died soon after being received into the prison, 
from chronic diseases. 

The papers sent up from the superintendent of convicts 
employed on the railroad, are not such as to enable me to 
make a satisfactory report. The number of deaths from the 
1st of October, 1872, to 1st of March, 1873, were 25; and from 
. the latter date to 1st of October, 1878, there were 14. "I would 
respectfully suggest that the ph ysicians in charge of convicts, 
employed away from the prison, be required to forward to 
this hospital full monthly reports of the sickness: ‘and deaths.

To- the Honorable Board of Inspectors: 


GENTLEMEN-—I herewith submit to you my financial report 
for the Penitentiary from the 1st of March to the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 1873, marked “A,” and por for the State farm, 
inarked B.“ 

On the 1st of March, when I took possession here, I found 

| everything very dilapidated and decaying; everything sadly 
in need of repairs, all of which I have remedied as far as 
was in my power. 
* The most of the convicts were at work on the railroad under 
Rucker and associates, I had them all brought to the prison, 
owing, principally, to the fact that their condition was such, 
that unless they were better cared for they would all soon die. 
The hospital here was in a very dirty condition; leaked and 
totally unfit for a place for the sick; I have had it entirely 
renovated; have raised the building about three feet; put on 
an entire new roof, and painted the same, both inside and 
outside. The main building, as well as the fencing enclosing 
the Penitentiary grounds, were also in a decaying condition, 
all of which I have repaired as far as possible in: a most sub- 
stantial manner. 

The convicts under my charge I have endeavored to work 
for the best interests of the State. Ihave had about fifty (50) 
at the mines at Irontown; fifty (50) on the State farm, the bal- 
ance within the walls. 

I regret to State that the calamities which have, during this 
year, visited the farming interests of this portion. of the State, 
have in no way exempted the State farm. The crop was 
planteá late in the season owing to the delay in the purchase 
of the farm, but was a beautiful and flattering prospect fora | 
bountiful yield, until swept over by that cuise of the cotton 
belt, the “caterpillar.” The yield of corn will compare above. 
the average throughout this region. 

I have cleared some sixty or more acres of the most valua- 
ble land and built permanent buildings to accommodate eighty 
to one hundred hands, and compatent judges estimate their 
value at three thousand dollars.

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The produce of the plantation will, in all probability, pay 
all the expenses incurred, and with fresh land cleared, plenty 
of forage and material and ample accommodation for hands, 
I look to the future full of hope and faith in its ultimate 
success. |
